The foreign secretary authorized the 
following statement: 

“Information has been received that 
German and Austrian officers have for 
several days been arriving in Bulgaria 
with a view to taking an active part 
in directing the Bulgarian army. This 
action is precisely similar to that taken 
in Turkey, where German officers 
forced Turkey to make an entirely un- 
provoked attack upon Russia last year. 

‘Since the allied powers are bound 
to support the states who are threat- 
ened by such proceedings in Bulgaria, 
this news is rewarded as of the utmost 
gravity.” 

MEASURES TO AID 
GREECE AND SERBIA. 

Paris, October 1.—The Temps an- 
nounces that France and Great Britain 
already have taken military measures 
to defend Serbia and Greece against 
Bulgarian aggression. 

The Temps does not indicate what 
great steps have been taken by the 
allies, nor ts anything official avail- 
able. It is presumed in military cir- 
cles that a formidable expedition will 
land either at Kavala or Saloniki, or 
that it already has been landing. 

Indications are that Italy and Russia 
are co-operating with France and 
Great Britain in the execution of this 
joint movement, although the actual 
military forces probably will be drawn 
from Great Britain and France, and 
the Italians will lend their aid in the 
Mediterranean and the Russians on the 
Black sea front. The allies’ move- 
ment, it is stated here, is designed to 
offset the agreement said to have been 
effected between Bulgaria and the Teu- 
tonic allies, under which Bulgaria will 
act against Serbia before October 165. 
It is understood Great Britain felt dis- 
posed to await the result of that event- 
uality, but that French diplomacy fa- 
vored an immediate initiative for the 
purpose of overcoming any Bulgarian 
menace to Serbia haters it could be 
put into effect.

UNDERSEA CAMPAIGN 
CRUSHED BY BRITAIN 


United States Has Informa- 
tion About Methods Adopt- 
ed to Destroy Submarine 
Menace--Small Motorboats 
Very Effective. 


Washington, October 1.—Great Brit- 
ain has discovered and put into ef- 
fective operation means of combatting 
submarines, which,. according to offi- 
cial reports to the United States gov- 
ernment, already have resulted in a 
loss estimated at between fifty and 
seventy German submarines. The re- 
ports declare that the British admira}- 
ty confidently believes it has crushed 
the German undersea campaign. 

New methods of offense and defense 
that may revolutionize naval warfare 
have been adopted and high British 
naval officers are of the opinion that 
unless the effectiveness of the subma- 
rine is increased, it no longer will con- 
stitute the menace that it has to com- 
merce and battle fleets. 

The British censorship has prevent- 
ed the disclosure of details concerning 
the developments. Within the last

RUSSIANS MAKING 
BETTER EFFORT. 


In the east the Russians appear 
be making a much ‘better effort, for, 
except just in front of Dvinsk and in 
Volhynia, the Germans claim to have 
made no progress, while between those 
two points and in Galicia, according to 
Berlin, all the attacking is being done 
by the Russians. Indeed, the Russian 
troops, by countering the attack which 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg launch- 
ed at Minsk from the northwest have 
succeeded pretty well in straightening 
out their line from north to south. 

Petrograd records successes in the 
Riga region for the Russians. In the 
Lake Narotche region many German 
convoy wagons were captured and 
many men made prisoners and others 
killed or wounded. 

Italy is also showing signs of renew- 
ed activity and has commenced an of- 
fensive along the Isonzo river, partic- 
ularly against the important Austrian 
position of Tolmino.

I think it well to inform your excel- 
lency immediately of the true state of 
the case, and with this view .o invite 
attention to the following data and 
figures: 

Increased Re-export of Cotton, 

“The increased re-export of cotton 
from the United Kingdom to Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark and The Netherlands 
during the months of January to May, 
1915, as compared with the same pe- 
riod in 1914, amounted to 502,995 cen- 
tals of 100 pounds. The United States 
exported to the four countries men- 
tioned during this period in 1915 as 
much as 3,353,638 centals, as compared 
with 204,177 centals during 
to May, 1914, an increase of 3,149,461 
centals, or six times the increase in 
the export of cotton from the’ United 
Kingdom. 

“The above figures for 
Kingdom are taken from the official 
customs return; those for the United 
States have been carefully compiled by 
the war trade department from the 
manifests ot those vessels which actual- 
ly arrived with cargo trom the United 
States in Scandinavian and Dutch ports 
during the five months, February to 
June, 1915, as compared with = five- 
twelrths ofr the total recorded exports 
from the United States to thdése coun- 
tries in the year ended June 30, 1914. 
It has been necessary to adopt this 
inethod, as the monthly summary of 
commerce issued by 
government pgives very few details with 
icBard to Ainerican trade with those

The German methods of supplying 
submarines with oil and _ provisions, 
either at sea or from concealed places 
along the coasts of the British Isles, 
have been ferreted out ahd disposed 
ot. This compels the boats to return 

their bases at more frequent inter- 
vals and leaves them only a compara- 
tively short time in position and 
equipped for effective duty. 

Game of Submarine Hunting. 

Destroyers, the reports declare, be- 
come expert in the game of submarine 
hunting, and armed trawlers also have 
proved effective, through their 
and ability to get quickly within easy 
range of their .victims. But the great- 
est single factor, it is said; has been 
a newly-designed and built fleet of 
small sea-going motor boats, armed 
with one or two three-inch guns and 
| possessing high speed. These boats lit- 
erally swarm over suspected expanses 
of the waters, and by an effectively- 
worked out system of patrol, cover al- 
most every mile of the surface in chan- 
nels of commerce adjacent to Great 
Britain. As a submarine must rise fre- 
quently to renew its air supply and 
recharge the storage batteries by 
which it is propelled when submerged.

(From The Empire—Torogto, Canada.) 

Cotton is king today more truly than 
ever before. The nation that cannot get 
cotton in this war is certain to lose, for 
without cotton there can be no high explo- 
sives. The nation that has unlimited sup- 
plies of cotton cannot be defeated  ulti- 
mately. This is the reason why the allies 
have made cotton absolute contraband of 
war. That is the reason why German 
agents in the United States are carrying on 
the most desperate agitation to have the 
huge American cotton crop of 1915, which 
is now coming on the market, purchased by 
neutral nations adjacent to Germany, in 
the knowledge that if cotton can reach Hol- 
land or Sweden or Switzerland the great 
demand for it in Germany will draw the 
précious material there, and Germany will be 
able to continue her manufacture of shells 
and other explosives upon an unprecedented 
basis. 

Where German Plans Failed. 

No nation, not even Germany, whose mili- 
tary prescience might well become prover- 
bial, foresaw the tremendous need of cotton 
for carrying on this war. Germany knew 
as no other nation knew the number of 
high explosives that would be hurled, the 
number of huge guns that would be brought 


into play. Germany made provision for them. | 
But Germany did not calculate upon the war | 


lasting a year and probably two years. Ger- 
many thought that she had such an initial 
advantage of the allies that they could not 


resist her for six months or eight months |

The End Draws Near. 

Careful calculations show that since the 
war began Germany has been shooting away 
from 800 to 1,000 tons of cotton a day on all 
fronts. One of her great fortress-reducing 
howitzers shoots a ton in about eight shots. 
Taking big and little cannon together, it is 
estimated that about 650 shots account for 
a ton. It is calculated that at the present 
time Germany has about 250,000 tons of 
cotton available. To secure this surplus 
she has had to close down those cotton mills 
that are not employed upon army contracts. 
If she continues to shoot away 800 tons a 
day, it is a matter of simple calculation to 
ascertain that by the first week in Feb- 
ruary she will have “shot her bundle.” If 
she uses cotton at the rate of 1,000 tons a 
day, as calculated by Hillaire Belloc, she will 
have exhausted her supply a month earlier. 
Reports have been sent out from Berlin to 
the effect that the. chemists of Germany 
have found in wood pulp a substitute for 
cotton; but British scientists tell us that 
this is impossibie. Even if wood pulp would 
answer the purpose, it would be necessary to 
remodel all the guns before they could util- 
ize it. Therefore, we are justified in assum- 
ing that if Germany cannot get cotton she 
cannot get ammunition, and that if she can- 
not get ammunition she will have to throw 
down her arms. [ 

May Buy the Surplus. "

getting all the cotton she needs, at a high
